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(54) RECIPE PROVIDING SYSTEM 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a recipe 
providing system which can easily select desired dishes 
and is compact by selectively displaying a dish meeting 
conditions and its recipe by a computer^according to the/ 
restriction conditions of an inputted men u) 
SOLUTION: The computer C is installed in the store of a 
vendor such as a supermarket and the vendor inputs 
various food material information to the computer C in 
advance; when a purchaser such as a housewife inputs ^ k p 

restriction conditions of a menu to the main body of the 
computer C, the computer C selects and displays a dish 
meeting the food material information and restrictions of 
the menu and its recipes. The dish and recipe are 
displayed on the display 1 of the computer C and a 

necessary recipe card can be obtained though a printer P connected to the computer C. 
Therefore, even when a variety of dishes are stored in a storage device M of the computer C, 
a user can easily retrieve a necessary dish.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] This invention is displayed in food floors, such as a 
supermarket, and relates to the recipe offer system which chooses the dish which a vender and a purchaser can 
cook based on the foods information inputted, respectively, and its recipe as the recipe card with which the 
cooking method etc. is explained, and was displayed on it. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] It is the source of a trouble to consider a daily menu, and purchasers of foods, 
such as a housewife, think about menus of various in many cases, patrolling a food floor. In response to a 
trouble of such a purchaser, in a vender's food floors, such as a supermarket, the recipe card using the foods is 
prepared only within a bargain, and the case with which a purchaser is provided also appears here and there. 
A recipe card is a thing explaining the cooking method (suitably henceforth a "recipe") which used foods and 
its foods, and a purchaser can purchase and cook foods, looking at a recipe card. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] When a vender is going to make various recipes correspond and it 
is going to create a recipe card, the mistranslation of the printing number of sheets of a recipe card becomes a 
problem, and there is a problem that it is troubled also by the location which displays them. Moreover, for a 
purchaser, offer of the recipe card according to the constraint of menus, such as a use of the budget amount of 
those who consider a menu, taste, and a dish, and the feature of those who eat cooking, raises utility value. 
However, if the recipe to which the dish which was adapted for such a constraint was made to correspond is 
prepared, the class of recipe card will increase increasingly and will also produce the problem that 
management becomes troublesome. Therefore, a recipe card also has a trouble of not leading to sales 
promotion, for venders, such as a supermarket, only by offering the recipe which explained the cooking 
method. 

[0004] Then, this invention aims at offering the new recipe offer system which leads also to about [ that a 
trouble of the purchaser at the time of considering a menu is easily cancelable ] and sales promotion. 
[0005] Moreover, this invention aims at offering the new recipe offer system which a recipe card can be 
published by need number of sheets, therefore there is no futility of recipe card issuance, and can also save the 
class of cooking without limits. 

[0006] Even if it can choose easily the dish of the conditions for which a purchaser wishes even if the class of 
this invention of cooking furthermore increases and moreover arranges to various counters, it aims at offering 
the compact recipe offer system which does not take a location, so that a recipe card is installed. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The 1st recipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical 
problem is characterized by choosing and displaying a dish with which a computer suits the conditions 
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concerned based on a constraint of an inputted menu, and its recipe. 

[0008] According to this system, if a constraint of a menu is inputted into a computer, since [ to which a 
computer suits the conditions concerned ] how many kinds of of that cooking and its recipe are chosen and 
displayed, a trouble of those who consider a menu is cancelable. And it is displayed in an image, and also the 
menu budget is also combined and a selected dish is displayed. 

[0009] The 2nd recipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical problem is characterized by 
choosing and displaying a dish with which a computer suits based on inputted foods information and a 
constraint of a menu, and its recipe. 

[0010] According to this system; if foods information ; and a constraint of a menu are inputted into a computer, 
a computer suits a constraint of a menu, and in order to display a dish which used inputted foods,, and its 
r recipe -selectively, it will be canceled that a purchaser wpmes.abo^ a7 
Tesidii^ for a purchaser, futility _can be lost. 1 

[001 1] The 3rd recipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical problem is a recipe offer system 
given in the above 2nd, and is characterized by the above-mentioned foods information being sales promotion 
goods. 

[0012] If a vender has, since a purchaser can be provided with a dish using foods to sell especially according 
to this system, those foods can be tied to sales promotion. 

[0013] The 4th recipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical problem is a recipe offer system 
given in the 1st to 3rd above either, and is characterized by displaying those counters and prices collectively 
with each foods used for cooking. 

[0014] According to this system, since they are collectively displayed by counters and prices of each foods, it 
becomes easy to buy a purchaser and he is useful also to sales promotion. 

[0015] The 5th recipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical problem is a recipe offer system 
given in the 1st to 4th above either, and a means to display a recipe is characterized by including a printer 
which outputs a recipe to paper. 

[0016] According to this system, since a recipe is outputted as a recipe card by printer, a vender cannot print a 
recipe card vainly and can publish by need number of sheets. On the other hand, since a purchaser can do 
some shopping by making a favorite recipe card publish, he does not need to prepare a recipe card of only the 
number of cooking beforehand. 

[0017] The 6th recipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical problem is a recipe offer system 
given in the above 1st or the 2nd, and is characterized by m akin g into aec jtaffm^ y 
combination, such as a use of budget amount of those who consider g'nrenu^ta^ 
^of those who eat cooking.; _ _ 

[OOlSJrAccording to this system, a recipe wffich a^purchaser demands can 

- aUse of budget amount of those who consider a menu for a constraint of a menu, taste, and a dish, the feature 
(qfjhose-who eat .cooking, orthose combination. Here, Japanese-style food, European food, etc. are frankly/ 
.contained in taste thickly, it deifies for a use of cooking, business, an object for birth parties, valve present ; 
(Use, etc. are contained, and an old man, a youth, a child, a sick person, etc. are contained in the feature of/ 
/those who eat cooking'. 

[0019] The 7thiecipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical problem is a recipe offer system 
given in the 1st to 6th above either, and is characterized by establishing a means to choose one as the above- 
mentioned computer from two or more dishes by which it was indicated by selection. 
[0020] Since it can make it choose and output to cook [ which a user wishes ] according to this system, even 
if a dish of varieties is accumulated extremely, there is a merit which can do retrieval simply. 
[0021] The 8th recipe offer system for solving the above-mentioned technical problem is a recipe offer system 
given in the above 1st or the 2nd, and the above-mentioned computer is connected with two or more 
computers through a communication line, and it is characterized by transmitting a dish chosen to a computer

with a Request to Send, and its recipe. 

[0022] According to this system, by using a computer which a vender offers, and two or more computers 
connected through a communication line at a house of a purchaser of foods etc., that purchaser can use a 
vender's computer, and can demand a constraint of a menu etc., and a vender's computer can transmit cooking 
and a recipe suitable for that demand to a purchaser's computer. 
[0023] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The gestalt of implementation of this invention is explained referring to 
drawing 5 from drawing 1 . The dish with which Computer C suits the constraint 10 of the foods information 
concerned or a menu if the constraint 10 of a menu as the offer system of the recipe card of this invention 
installs Computer C in venders' [ supermarket ] inside of a shop as shown in drawing 1 , and inputs foods 
information with various vender sides into that computer C beforehand and purchasers, such as a housewife, 
show to drawing 2 is inputted into the main part of Computer C, and its recipe are chosen, and it is made to 
display. The cooking and recipe are constituted so that the recipe card needed from the printer P connected to 
Computer C can be taken out, while being displayed on the display 1 of Computer C. 
[0024] The foods information which a vender inputs is the counter and price of sales promotion goods, such 
as a bargain, and the goods of those, and as shown in drawing 1 , it is recorded on data storage M of the 
exterior connected to Computer C as a cooking master or a table of a material file. 

[0025] The material file number for calling the material used for each dish for every dish to a cooking master, 
as shown in drawing 3 , The image number for calling a photograph or an illustration etc. which dished up the 
file number for the dish making and calling the recipe which is a direction, and the dish, The amount of 
money of a calorie and the 4 public, the feature of those who eat the taste and the dish of the taste further, etc. 
are recorded, and if which dish is chosen, reading appearance of the material corresponding to it, a recipe, the 
image, etc. will be carried out from each file, and it will be displayed on a display 1. 
[0026] To a material required for each dish, its daily dose, and a pan, a material file When it is what recorded 
the counter for purchasing them and the route to the counter, the amount of money, a bargain, etc., for 
example, beef curry is chosen As shown in drawing 4 (a), when reading appearance of the file of No. 1 in a 
material file is carried out and beef stew is chosen, as shown in drawing 4 (b), reading appearance of the file 
of No. 2 is carried out, and it is displayed on a display 1. 

[0027] Furthermore, the constraint of a recipe file, an image file, a calorie, and a menu is also recorded on 
Storage M, and reading appearance is carried out to it, respectively. A recipe file records the cooking method 
of each dish, an image file records the photograph or illustration of each dish copied in the phase which 
cooking ended, or the dished-up phase, and a calorie records the energy which is the cooked nutritive value, 
protein, nature, vitamin A, vitamin Bl, etc. 

[0028] On the other hand, as shown in drawing 2 , let the constraint 10 of the foods information and the menu 
which a purchaser inputs be the use of budget amount, need manpower, taste, and a dish, the feature of those 
who eat cooking, or those combination. An old man, a youth, a child, a sick person, health condition, etc. can 
be included in the feature of those who deify for the use of cooking thickly frankly at taste including 
Japanese-style food, European food, etc., and eat cooking including business, the object for birth parties, valve 
present use, the object for ceremonial occasions, etc. 

[0029] It enables it to input the constraint 10 of a purchaser's menu in the main part of Computer C with an 
input unit 3. For example, some selection conditions are displayed on a display 1 about the conditions of 
budget amount or others, and a suitable thing is chosen and it is made to input out of it. Although an input 
unit 3 specifies neither a mouse, nor a keyboard besides a touch panel, etc., what a purchaser tends to use is 
desirable. 

[0030] If a purchaser inputs the constraint 10 of such foods information or a menu, the dish which suits it will 
be searched by Computer C, and some dishes applicable to a display 1 will be displayed. Furthermore, if a 
purchaser operates an input unit 3 that one of them should be specified, the recipe of the dish concerned, a 
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material, an image photograph, etc. will be displayed on a display 1. 

[0031] The screen of cooking advice is displayed on the display 1 of Computer C at the beginning. The 
column into which the screen of cooking advice inputs the item of the dish which chooses Japanese-style 
food, European food, Chinese, or unspec, the item which inputs the foods which are materials, the item which 
inputs a budget, the item of whether to take a bargain into consideration, the item of whether to take a season 
into consideration, the item of the manpower which eats cooking, and the constraint of a purchaser's menu is 
displayed. 

[0032] And if this item currently displayed is chosen, some dishes which correspond by replying to that 
content of an item are chosen and displayed by the input unit 3 with which Computer C was equipped and a 
purchaser chooses a desired thing out of it further with it, the dish concerned will be taken out as a recipe card 
by the output unit P. Therefore, even if it stores up the dish of varieties in the storage M of Computer C 
extremely, a user can search a required dish easily. 

[0033] Next, the offer system use method of the recipe card constituted as mentioned above is explained. The 
material file, the recipe, etc. are beforehand inputted into Computer C at Storage M, and a vender makes foods 
information a specific period or the sales promotion goods of only a day, and inputs them in advance. And if 
the item of cooking etc. is chosen as arbitration from the screen of the cooking advice with which the 
purchaser is displayed on the display 1 of Computer C, respectively or the constraint of a menu as combined 
foods, such as a residuum, to use and shown in drawing 2 is inputted after opening, a cooking master as 
Computer C shows to drawing 3 will be searched, and the corresponding dish will be extracted. 
[0034] And a list of material when a material file when beef curry is chosen for example, as shown in drawing 
4 (a) is displayed on a display 1, a list of matenal is displayed on a display 1 paying attention to beef stew and 
beef stew is chosen, as shown in drawing 4 (b) is displayed on a display 1, and the photograph of the recipe of 
the dish and a dish or an illustration is simultaneously displayed on a display 1. 

[0035] In this way, if a purchaser chooses the dish included in mind and pushes the issuance carbon button of 
the input unit 3 of Computer C, a purchaser can receive the recipe card by which the recipe, the image, etc. 
were printed by Printer P. If the counter and the route are displayed on the recipe card, a purchaser can do 
some shopping smoothly. 

[0036] When cooking [ to wish ] is not displayed, a purchaser inputs the constraint 10 of a menu which is 
different from an input unit 3 to Computer C If cooking [ to wish ] is displayed, the recipe card printed by 
Printer P will be received as mentioned above. 

[0037] The computer C by which the purchaser is installed in a vender's inside of a shop, such as a 
supermarket, is used for the gestalt of the above-mentioned operation. However, current and the computer 
which is spreading through each home are used, and the above recipe cards can be printed out at each home. 
In this case, as shown in drawing 5 , a vender's host computer CI and the computer C2 of each home are tied 
with a host computer C3 by communication link. 

[0038] And the recipe card suitable for a demand of a purchaser can come to hand by a vender's inputting 
foods information, such as a bargain, into a host computer CI, and inputting the constraint 10 of the foods 
information which a purchaser accesses a host computer C3 and demands from the domestic computer C2, 
and a menu. In this case, when the Internet is used and a vender opens a homepage, it can also carry out. 
[0039] In addition, various modification is possible for this invention within the limits of the technical matter 
which is not limited to the gestalt of the above-mentioned implementation and was indicated by the claim. 
[0040] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to this invention, a trouble of the purchaser who a vender and a purchaser 
input the constraint of foods information and a menu into a computer, respectively, can promote the sale of a 
bargain etc. for a vender since that computer chooses and displays the dish which used the foods concerned, 
and its recipe, and considers a menu is easily cancelable. 

[0041] And since a vender can publish the recipe card only for need number of sheets, he cannot make 
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issuance of a recipe card useless and can also accumulate the class of cooking without limits. Therefore, a 
vender becomes, without being unable to trouble in the location which displays a recipe card, being able to 
arrange to various counters, and management becoming troublesome. 

[0042] Furthermore, for a purchaser, since the constraint of a menu for which it wishes can be chosen easily, 
the class of cooking can be made [ many ]. Therefore, the dish according to the feature of those who eat 
cooking can be offered, and the reputation of cooking can be raised. Consequently, a purchaser will use the 
vender who is installing the recipe offer system concerned, and can also lengthen that vender's sales.
